Bemiss Named To Old Job, Less Pay 


W illiam H. Bem iss was re­ 
appointed 
today 
by 
Marin 
County superv isors to his for­ 
mer job as inv estigator for the 
district attorney , but at a pay 
cut of $83 a month. 
After hav ing resig ned “ for 
personal 
reasons” 
effectiv e 
J uly 15 from a position he had 
held since 
195 4 , Bemiss re­ 
turned to the same work as a 
part-time ex tra-hire em ploy ee 
three weeks later with the ex ­ 
pectation that he would later 
be re-employ ed fulltim e as was

Gamer Dies 
In Quentin's 
Gas Chamber 


Lawrence C. Garner died 
this morning in San Quentin 
Prison’s gas chamber for the 
Sept. 6, 1959, murder of an 
escaped convict and his bride- 
to-be, a narcotics parolee. 


Garner e n t e r e d the gas 
chamber calmly. The pellets 
were dropped at 10:04 a.m. and 
he was pronounced dead at 
10:12 a.m. Associate Warden 
Dale B. Frady said Garner 
made no last statements and 
there was “nothing unusual.” 
Garner’s was the ninth ex­ 
ecution this year at San Quen­ 
tin. 
Garner made headlines re­ 
cently with his dramatic court 
appeal for a final conjugal 
visit with his wife and accom­ 
plice Sondra, 24 . 
He was denied his requested 
last visit with his wife, but was 
permitted to talk to her by 
telephone at Corona Prison for 
Women for 15 minutes last Fri­ 
day. 
The crime for which Garner 
died was committed during a 
trip to Las Vegas, where es­ 
caped 
convict 
Richard 
Lee 
Nowlen and Mrs. Hurley Skene 
were to have been married. 
Garner and Sondra Grounds 
completed the party, which San 
Bernardino County authorities 
said was also on a forgery plot­ 
ting expedition. 
Garner, who was to have 
been best man at the wedding, 
told authorities that he shot 
the couple because “ I didn’t 
like him. He was an arrogant 
character.” Garner was a pa­ 
rolee from Chino prison at the 
time. 
Sondra. who later married 
Garner during a flight to Mex­ 
ico, is serving a life term at 
Corona for her part in the 
double slaying. 
Attorney Gregory S. Stout 
rushed from court to court this 
morning trying to obtain a last- 
minute stay of execution. 
Stout was turned down suc­ 
cessively by Associate Justice 
John M. Harlan of the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court by telephone and 
Chief Judge Richard H. Cham­ 
bers of the U.S. Court of Ap­ 
peals. 
U.S. District Judge Alfonso 
J. Zirpoli had rejected Stout’s 
plea Monday.

The 
women in the Thrift Shop, 
marking clothes for sale put a 
price tag on it and put it on 
the shelf. When the man re­ 
turned for the hat and found 
that they had priced it, he 
very good naturedly bought 
his hat. 


“ THE NOVATO merchants 
are wonderful, Mrs. Schomaker 
said. “ A great many of them 
give us new merchandise for 
the shop.” 
When her husband died five 
years ago, Mrs. Schomaker said 
she threw herself into volun­ 
teer activities. “ I have no sym­ 
pathy for a person who can’t 
find something to do. I’ve de­ 
manded a lot of the women that 
work with me, but I also give,” 
Mrs. Schomaker continued.

He wa s t a u g h t the “ tricks o f the 
tra de,” specifica lly , ho w to po se a s a n 
’‘epileptic,” o r a s a n “ o rpha n“’ o r a s a 
“ v etera n” wo rking in a ho spita l tra ining 
o ro g ra m. 
Purpo se o f these “ pitches" wa s to 
Dla y o n the sy mpa thies o f the ho use­ 
ho lders so they wo uld buy ma g a zines. 
Two w o m e n a nd nine men were 
irrested a s a result o f the y o uth's ex ­ 
po se. They were cha rg ed with misrepre­ 
senta tio n a nd co nspira cy in g ra nd jury 
indictments. 


But a Superio r Co urt judg e in April 
la st y ea r dismissed the indictments, sa y ­ 
ing tha t there wa s no fra ud beca use the 
purcha sers a ctua lly did receiv e the ma g ­ 
a zines. The decisio n wa s a ppea led. 
No w the a p p e a l s co urt ha s una n­ 
imo usly rev ersed this decisio n a nd o r­ 
dered a tria l. Presiding Judg e A. F. 
Bra y ca lled the technique “ no better 
tha n hig hwa y men.” His o pinio n decla r­ 
ed, “ This ty pe o f crime is a mo st heino us 
o ne. fa lsely a ppea ling a s it do es to the 
la udia ble, cha rita ble instincts o f ma n­ 
kind.” 
We a ppla ud the a ppea ls co urt deci­ 
sio n. We do n't kno w a bo ut the inno ­ 
cence o r g uilt o f the 1 1 perso ns in­ 
v o lv ed; this sho uld be determined a t a 
fa ir tria l. But we do kno w tha t the do o r- 
to -do o r sa lesmen's g immicks a re a n im­ 
po sitio n, a nuisa nce a nd a da ng er to 
ho useho lders.

In so 
d oin g, the rebels, or “reform­ 
ers,” toppled the party ’s in ­ 
ept state lead ership, its su c­ 
cessfu l New York City hier­ 
archy , an d that mod el mod ­ 
ern machin e chief, Carmin e 
De Sapio. 
The 
v ictors 
ex cited 
the 
imagin ation with their wit, 
en ergy , 
an d attractiv e girl 
warriors. More importan t to 
the party ’s state an d n ation al 
prospects, the reform faction 
appeared to offer an an tid ote 
to Gov . Nelson Rockefeller. 
A y ear ago, it seemed that 
the reform Democrats had 
the charm an d in tellect to 
form 
their 
party ’s 
cu ttin g 
ed ge in this y ear’s con test. 
They are n ot d oin g so. 


THE REFORM mov emen t 
really operates on two lev els. 
First, the New York Commit­ 
tee 
for Democratic Voters 
which operates on a practical 
scale. Secon d , the v agu ely d e­ 
fin ed coterie that orbits Her­ 
bert II. Lehman . Mrs. Elean or 
Roosev elt, an d a few others 
of their gen eration . 
The y ou n ger members on 
the workin g lev el are more 
rad ical than the eld er states­ 
men . There has been con sid ­ 
erable d isagreemen t. 
An other problem 
is still 
more seriou s. It is the failu re 
of the mov emen t thu s far to 
secu re a broad -based mem­ 
bership. CDV has established 
abou t 5 0 clu bs in New York 
City , n on e to speak of ou t of 
the city . More importan t, the 


membership is too homoge­ 
n eou s to con stitu te an effec­ 
tiv e political force. It is com­ 
posed main ly of u pper mid d le 
class profession als. 


ORGANIZED LABOR also 
has been cool, an d in some 
cases hostile, to the n ew wav e. 
These d ifficu lties wou ld be 
n egligible, howev er if the re­ 
formers had man aged to gain 
the affection of City Hall an d 
the White Hou se. 
May or W agn er had been a 
regu lar Tamman y Hall man 
for 25 y ears before he broke 
with the old way s. Bu t he n ev ­ 
er join ed the reform ers’ or­ 
gan ized bran ch. He grabbed 
the 
reformers’ 
“an ti-boss” 
ban n er last y ear an d wav ed 
it fran tically —su ccessfu lly . 


THE YOUNGER rebels n ev ­ 
er liked Wagn er. They accept­ 
ed him on ly on the say -so of 
Lehman an d Mrs. Roosev elt. 
Now Wagn er got ev en . In ­ 
stead of treatin g the reform ­ 
ers as worthy su pporters, he 
relegated them to the statu s 
of ju st an other party faction . 
Most of the reformers were 
Stev en son men in 196 0. Some 
of the regu lars, particu larly 
Rep. Charles A. Bu ckley of 
the Bron x , were early Ken ­ 
n ed y su pporters. The White 
Hou se n ev er forgets. 
If Bu ckley su rv iv es the pri­ 
mary Thu rsd ay he will owe it 
to Presid en t Ken n ed y ’s ap­ 
prov al of Bu ckley , w hi c h 
frighten ed 
May or 
Wagn er 
away from a logical embrace 
with Bu ckley ’s oppon en t.

HONG KONG (UPfl— A Pei- 
ping University professor con-! 
tends that five men led by a 
23-year-old Buddhist s a i l e d 
from China via the Kurile and 
Aleutian Islands to Mexico in 
the year A.D. 459. thus reviv­ 
ing the debate about who dis-. 
covered America first. 
The professor, Chu Shien-« 
rhi, cited similarities of lan-1 
guage, mythology and coinage j 
between the Aztecs and the 
culture of ancient China to 
prove his contention. 
Chu. a professor of philoso­ 
phy, made his remarks in an 
interview with the Hong Kong 
newspaper Wen Wei Po, which

Chu said that a wide range 
of ancient and modern texts 
point to a B u d d h i s t monk 
named Wai Sum (or profound 
wisdom, in English) as the first 
voyager from across the seas 
to have set foot on American 
soil. 
Wai Sum was born in A.D 


436. According to Chu. Wai 
Sum and four other men made 
the long trip in a small boat 
when he was 23 years old. At 
the age of 64, Wai Sum made 
the return trip from America 
to China, where he died in 
about A.D. 518. Chu said. 
Chu said Wai Sum’s voyage 
could be traced by translating 
| ancient records through what 
; is now the Kurile island chain, 
and through the Aleutians. . 
Chu, who is repo rted to 
ha v e studied the questio n o f 
Wa i Sum’s v o y a g e fo r 
many 
y ea rs, a dv a nced three ma in 
rea so ns fo r his co ntentio n: 
The Aztecs bo re ma ny re­ 
sembla nces to the Mo ng o li­ 
a ns, who by ¿ heir mig ra tio ns 
g a v e rise to the Chinese na ­ 


tio n, Chu sa id. Amo ng the 
mo st direct links, Chu sa id, 
references to the Chinese 
ha v e been fo und in Mex ico 
in 
the 
wo rds “ Put Sha n- 
Fung ,” which litera lly mea ns 
“ fello w co untry -fo lk.” 
Secondly, Chu cited resem­ 
blances in fables and folklore 
of both the Aztecs and the 
ancient Chinese. For instance, 
he said, there was the instance 
of the fable about Fu-Sang, or 
“ mulberry log” tale. The Az­ 
tecs believed that the sun arose 
from under the sea, and two 
large m u l b e r r y trees were 
growing like twins. On their 
sides grew Indian corn and on 
their branches perched a wood­ 
pecker. The tale is believed by 
anthropologists to be associat-

ed with the god of rain. 
Thirdly , Chu cited Chi­ 
nese-like relics such a s to mb­ 
sto nes, co ins a nd ca rv ing s 
which ha v e been ex ca v a ted 
fro m sites in Mex ico a nd 
Peru. 
Chu recalled that the cur­ 
rent debate on who first dis­ 
covered America was started 
by a Frenchman who published 
an article in 
1761 entitled 
“ Navigation along the coasts of 
America by Chinese and in 
study of several nations inhab­ 
iting the Far East of Asia.” 
Professor Chu is the author 
of a book entitled, “ On the 
Discovery of America by Chi­ 
nese B u d d h i s t Monks One 
Thousand Years Before Colum­ 
bus.”
